To the Inhabitants of the Town of Goffstown, m_ the 
County of Hillsborough, and in sacd State, qualrfied 
to vote in Town Affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in 
said Town, on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 

1. To choose all necessary officers and agents for the 
ensuing year, including a member of Board of Selectmen 
for three years. 


2. ‘To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
for the Goffstown Public Library. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of thirty-seven hundred and fifty dollars 
($3,750.00), as recommended by the State Highway Com- 
mission, for the maintenance of our State Aid Highways, 
the State to furnish an equal sum. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for improvements in cemeteries. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to intervene in the 
action of the Boston and Maine Railroad to abandon the 
Manchester and North Weare Railroad, now pending be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission; to employ 
counsel and such experts as may be deemed necessary to 
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defend and protect the interests of the Town and to ap- 
prove and ratify the action already taken by the Select- 
men; to raise and appropriate money for said purpose 
and take any action that may be deemed advisable in re- 
spect to said proposed abandonment. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of four hundred dollars, the State to furnish 
one hundred dollars additional, for the suppression of the 
White Pine Blister Rust.

During the past year all records of former years have been 
broken, and your Fire Department have been called to attend 
to forty-eight different fires. 

Practically the only loss sustained by our Precinct was the 
damage to the house of Mr. Gould and the destruction of Mr. 
Crosby’s home. When we stop and think of the dangers con- 
fronting us on that windy night, and the delay in sounding 
the alarm, we cannot help feeling very thankful that our loss 
ended there. 

We have been called to New Boston twice and to brush and 
chimney, fires in nearly all sections of the town. 

Let us again caution all landlords as well as tenants to pay 
more attention to the condition of chimneys. See that they 
- are well topped out, thoroughly cleaned and never allow the 
funnel hole to be papered over without first placing the 
thimble. 

Think of it: Five chimney fires in one block in eleven 
months. 

We are always willing to serve you in your hour of need, 
so please help us out by attending to those chimneys.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT. 


The past year three cases of Diphtheria, three cases of 
Whooping Cough, thirty-three cases of Scarlet Fever, and 
ninety-two cases of Measles have been reported to the 
Board. One each of Diphtheria and Scarlet Fever died. 

A Tuberculosis Clinic was held in the Fall, and quite 
a goodly number were examined; another clinic will be 
held probably in March, under the supervision of Dr. 
Kerr. The work of the School Nurse, Mrs. Jenkins, 
should receive the hearty support of every parent, as it 1s 
for the upbuilding of the health and future happiness ot 
your children. 

Citizens should know that one-half of all money col- 
lected by our local Red Cross chapter in membership fees 
remains in the treasury for use in Goffstown. Possibly 
if more persons were aware of this fact more would cheer- 
fully become members, as you may help some poor child 
to buy a much needed pair of glasses or give him other 
medical attention. 

Again we urge the necessity of immediate building of 
the sewer, for which money has been previously raised, 
and, more money should be raised this year to insure its 
completion. At Pinardville, some solution of the sewage 
disposal will shortly be necessary. 

The public health of any community is its greatest 
asset, as well as its greatest responsibility.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 
GOFFSTOWN PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Any public institution, whether business, philanthropic 
or social, requires much more work and planning by a 
certain few than appears on the surface, and this is true 
of a public library. ‘Those who may have read recently 
in the Manchester paper the interesting accounts of the 
organization and management of the Manchester City Li- 
brary have doubtless been surprised at the immense 
amount of work done ‘‘behind the scenes,” at the same time. 
being better able to understand what makes the wheels 
of the institution run so smoothly and efficiently. 

The work done at the Manchester library has to be, to 
a certain extent, duplicated on a much smaller scale in 
our own and other small town libraries. Books for our 
library are added only after being carefully examined as 
to their worth, and no work of fiction is accepted before 
being read by a person of discrimination to determine its 
desirability. 

After being purchased, the books are classified, cata- 
loged, stamped and lettered before they are ready to be 
issued to the borrowers, all of which work has to be done 
by the librarian and her assistants during “spare mo- 
ments.” Books torn by careless readers or worn from 
long use have to be mended at the library, and it is fre- 
quently necessary to rearrange and put into their proper 
places on the shelves the volumes which are misplaced by 
those who are allowed the privilege of making their own 
selections from the stacks. Little of this work is appar- 
ent to the average borrower, who is apt to think of a li- 
brarian only as a person who gives out books over the 
counter. 7

It is the desire of those in charge to make our library 
as useful to the citizens of Goffstown as is possible, and 
it is to this end that volumes covering a wide range of 
subjects are purchased each year. In the average com- 
munity, works'of fiction will always have the widest cir- 
culation, but for those who have no time for purely recre- 
ational reading our library contains much that is: inter- 
esting and helpful. Mothers will appreciate the new 
works on home-making and the care and feeding of chil- 
dren; there are travel books for the man who may long 
to visit foreign lands but is forced to remain at home; 
while for the boys there are fascinating volumes on sports, 
radio and other subjects of special appeal to them. An 
effort is made to obtain the best moderately-priced books 
of interest to those of all ages and tastes, and biography, 
history, poetry, religion and science are among the sub- 
jects represented in the books purchased during 1924. 

Throughout the year, lists of new books have been pub- 
lished in the local column of the Manchester newspapers, 
additional lists being published of the special collections 
assembled at the library at different times. The Lenten 
season, Children’s Book Week and Christmas furnished 
the occasions for these observances. 

For the third consecutive year our assistant librarian, 
Miss Marden, attended the summer school held at the 
University of New Hampshire, under the direction of 
the State Public Library Commission, and was one of the 
fourteen members of the school who received a certificate 
for being present at every session of the two weeks’ term. 
The enrollment at the school included more than forty 
librarians and assistants from all parts of the state, and 
the contact with those from other libraries is an educa- 
tion and inspiration in itself. 

When the annual meeting of the New Hampshire Li- 
brary Association took place in Manchester, September 
24-26, our librarian, her assistants, and three of the trus- 
tees were present at some of the sessions, and one of the 
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trustees and the assistant librarian attended the meeting 
of the New England School Library Association held in 
Manchester in connection with the State Teachers’ Con- 
vention in October. 

In order to provide for a regular substitute who might 
be available when needed, Miss H. Arlene Thorp was 
appointed second assistant and substitute, and works reg- 
ularly two hours each week during the busiest periods. 
Miss Thorp gave her services for several weeks while 
learning the routine of the work and received her appoint- 
ment July 14, 1924. 

Three meetings of the trustees were held during 1924 
to discuss library policies and management. Suggestions 
from our citizens as to desirable books for purchase are 
always welcomed, and the trustees wish to hereby express 
their thanks to the several friends who have made atte 
to the library during the past year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


GOFFSTOWN “SPECIAL” SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown “Special” 
School District: 


As usual in the annual report, statistics and matters of 
record are taken from the register of the last completed 
school year—in this case the year ending in June, 1924. 
Apart from that, all comments relate to the present school 
year, now a little more than half gone. 

The enrollment in the lower primary room reached 
fifty-two, which is a larger number than can possibly be 
taken care of by one teacher. Part of the time all seats, 
in addition to a number of chair desks, have all been 
occupied. 

In the High School the enrollment of ninety-two was 
more than had been anticipated. It is the largest num- 
ber that has ever been enrolled. In attempting to care 
for this number there has been much crowding and con- 
fusion, as many desks have been used by two pupils and 
some have had scarcely any place for their books and ma- 
terials. However, relief from this crowded condition ap- 
pears to be in sight since the coming of summer should 
see the new High School building well under way. 

“Health Supervision” this year is under the direction 
of Dr. Dearborn and Mrs. Maude Jenkins, school nurse. 
The usual physical examinations have been given. More 
use of clinical advantages in Manchester is now made, 
affording an opportunity to secure the best attention that 
can be had. Mrs. Jenkins spends at least one day a week 
in the schools, thereby giving constant attention to the 
health of the children.

Perfect attendance records are given, as in former 
years. This year those records are given under the head- 
ing “Attendance Records.” The former designation, the 
“Honor Roll,” has been reserved for another list of pu- 
pis, chosen, not because of any one item, although that 
item might be creditable. In reckoning the standard for 
these pupils included in the “Honor Roll” a number of 
items enter into the account: Attendance, attitude to- 
ward school work, effort, deportment, and the achieve- 
ment of the pupil. This does not discount the value of 
perfect attendance. But more important than mere at- 
tendance is the attitude of the pupil toward the teacher 
and the assigned “task. Does the pupil “behave” in a de- 
cently respectable manner? Does he meet criticism or 
suggestion with a constructive attitude? Is his achieve- 
ment worth while for him? Does it approach what we 
have a right to expect and require of him? “Achieve- 
ment” alone, whether with a large or small number of 
pupils, is not an exact measure of effort or industry. A 
“brilliant” pupil may accomplish easily and quickly what 
will cost a less brilliant pupil more time and effort. But 
this slower pupil will probably profit more because of the 
greater investment of effort and time. The following list 
of names in the various grades indicates those who have .

No new subject has been added to the course of study 
this year. Rather the purpose has been to teach more 
effectively those subjects we already have—those known 
as “fundamentals”: reading, arithmetic, spelling, history, 
geography, and English. 

In arithmetic emphasis is placed upon accuracy in ad- 
dition, subtraction, multiplication, and division. After 
accuracy comes speed. : 

In English less emphasis is given to “technical” gram- 
mar and inereased emphasis to ‘‘Correct English” habits. 
In spelling there is no attempt to master unused words of 
unusual difficulty, but effort is directed to the mastery of 
words which will be in frequent or constant use. — 

In history the pupils are not required to memorize a 
long string of dates in regular order, but they are re- 
quired to know a number of outstanding dates in Ameri- 
can History, and events that center there. The pupils 
are not expected to know the birth dates of all the men 
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and women prominent in our history, but they are ex- 
pected to know something about a number of our great 
Americans as to their worth, their work, and place. 

The work in “fundamentals” is continued in and 
through the High School, special tests being given and 
materials afforded for the teachers in this work.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


GOFFSTOWN “TOWN” SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Town School 
District: 


While the statistics and records which find a place in 
this report are for the school year ending June 15, 1924, 
practically all other matters relate to the current school year. 

New teachers are: H. Dewey Hillman, who has charge of 
the grammar room at the Bartlett school, and Mrs. Mertrie 
Michie, who has charge of the intermediate room at the 
Bartlett school. As Miss Katherine McLain was unable to 
return to Grasmere in September, Miss Ethel Stone substi- 
tuted there until the Christmas vacation. It was with re- 
gret that we learned finally that Miss McLain would not be 
able to return at all. Accordingly, beginning with the new 
year, Miss Mary Whitney, who had intended to return to 
the Bartlett school but was prevented from doing so during 
the fall term, took charge of the Grasmere grammar room. 

The enrollment in the schools excepting at the Bartlett 
varied but little from the preceding year. However, at the 
Bartlett school as many pupils were registered in the open- 
ing week as for all of last year. Three rooms are now used 
almost to capacity. Within a year or two doubtless the other 
room will need to be equipped and another teacher engaged 
to take care of the children in this rapidly growing region. 
The increase in pupils this year was largely in grades five 
to eight. 

After the experiences of last year with the time-saving 
calendar the school board adopted a similar one for this 
year. It has been so arranged that most of the holidays 
come during regular vacation periods. Labor Day and 
Jolumbus Day are all that have been lost from school. 
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It has not been necessary this year to carry on a night 
school for non-English speaking people who are working in 
the mills, because of the fact that the mills have been run- 
ning with a very much reduced force. The names of but 
six persons have been reported to me who would be required 
to attend the evening school. It is more likely, however, 
that when the mills do get really under way that, another 
year, an evening school will be required in the Bartlett 
building to provide for those from sixteen to twenty-one 
years of age who are unable to read and write and understand 
English. 

The health supervision this year has been under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Luther Dearborn and Mrs. Maude Jenkins, the 
school nurse.

The total for the year in High Schools has been thirty- 
seven ; last year twenty-seven. At the present time there are 
thirty-four. One pupil has had to drop out of the West Side 
High because his parents were unable to pay the tuition in 
excess of the seventy dollars paid by the district. If the 
item for High School tuition in the school budget appears to 
be large, a bit of calculation will show that thirty-four pupils 
for the whole year and three more for part of the year, at 
seventy dollars each, will more than equal the two thousand 
dollars in the present year’s appropriation. 

It should be known, too, that pupils whose elementary 
school work has been done in the “Town” schools compare 
most favorably with High School pupils whose preparation 
has been made in other elementary schools, sometimes spoken 
of as “Better.” 

There has been no attempt to add new subjects to the 
usual studies in-the schools. Rather, we are stressing a tho- 
rough grounding in fundamentals. ‘Teachers have been giv- 
en suggestions and provided with considerable material in 
order to facilitate drill and practice in spelling, arithmetic, 
geography and reading. Standard tests are being used in- 
creasingly in order to find out more exactly whether punils 
are coming up to the standards for their respective grades. 

The School Board keeps in close touch not only with the 
financial and property matters which relate to schools but 
also with the work in the school room by visitation and 
through information given at the Board meetings which are 
held nearly every month during the school year. The in- 
telligent and willing co-operation of the Board has been a 
strengthening factor in the conduct of the schools. With
